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FOR PERMANENCE PLANT FROST HARDY 
FLOWERING TREES and SHRUBS: 


Most of us, here in South- 
ern California, have for 
years planted frost tender 
flowering material (Hibis- 
cus, Fuchsia, Lantana, Jaca- 
randa, Bougainvillea, etc.) 
We have almost forgotten 
the wealth of frost hardy 
deciduous shrubs and trees 
that can fill the spring and 
early summer days with 
their refreshing brilliance 
and the evenings with their 
perfume. For the most part 
these shrubs have excellent 
spring, summer and fall fol- 
iage and are bare of limb 
but a comparatively short 
period. 

Not only are they frost 
hardy but most of them grow rapidly and require little atten- 
tion. 

To help those of you who are not familiar with many 
of these hardy and colorful shrubs and trees, we have com- 
piled the following information. —

Crape Myrtle 


CRAPE MYRTLE. Lagerstroemia indica. Most trees enjoy blooming 
in spring and early summer but the Crape Myrtles prefer to wait until mid- 
summer when the competition isn’t so keen. From July through October 
they flaunt their huge trusses of bloom to make the warm summer days 
more livable. 12 to 15 ft, except Dwarf Lavender which grows to only 
8 ft. Dwarf Lavender, Pink, Purple, Red, White. 1-gal., $1.25; 5-gal.,
